FORMATION OF CHAPTERS 
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THE FALCON CLUB OF AMERICA 


A. FORMATION: 

1. Groups wishing to form chapters must submit a map showing the designated 
area they wish to encompass. If this area is in conflict with other chapters, the 
Board of Directors will be the determining body on the area each shall cover. 

2. Acharter chapter shall use only the name designated in its charter. The name 

of the new chapter shall be listed as: The Chapter of the 
Falcon Club of America. 

. Members of a chapter must be a member of the Falcon Club of America. 

. The charter of a chapter must not be less than five (5) members. 

. Application for formation of a charter chapter shall be made to the Board of 
Directors of the National Club through the President of the Falcon Club of 
America in the form of a petition which shall be duly signed by at least five (5) 
members in good standing with the National Falcon Club. 

6. All chapters will have a designated area, but may have members outside this 

area. 

7. After approval of charter by Board of Directors of National Club, chapters 

must always conform to the national by-laws or charter may be revoked by 
said Board of Directors. 


B. INCORPORATION: 
A chapter, after receiving its charter, may incorporate and said chapter shall 
agree as an incorporated body, abide by the constitution and by-laws of the 
National Club then in force, or thereafter, from time to time, as adopted. 


C. OFFICERS OF A CHAPTER: 
The officers of a chapter shall consist of no less tan a President, Vice- 
President; Secretary and/or Treasurer. 


D. Meetings of Chapters: 
Chapters shall have at least three (3) meetings per year. Report of meet shall 
be sent to the President of the FCA and to the Editor of the FCA. 


E. REPORTS TO NATIONAL CLUB: 
Secretary of chapter shall report all newly elected officers to National Club 
after elections and must also report to the National Club a list of each member 
in its chapter each year in the month of January.

FINANCE 


A. The FCA is considered a non-profit organization. 

B. Dues in support of club administrative costs, and newsletter publication will be 
collected from each member in an amount established by the Board of Directors.

ARTICLE IX 
DISSOLUTION 


In the event of dissolution, disbandment, inactivation, or any other termination of the FCA, all funds, 
property, parts and other assets, in excess of any recognized liability, will be disposed of in accordance witha 
decision of existing active membership in accordance with rules governing non-profit organizations. Majority 
vote of members present at last general meeting will be sufficient to determine action.

AMENDED BY-LAWS 


ARTICLE | 
NAME 


The name of this organization shall be the FALCON CLUB OF AMERICA, which will be abbreviated as FCA. 


ARTICLE Il 
PURPOSE 


The purpose of this organization shall be the preservation of the Falcon made automobiles throughout the 
world; to advance the acceptance of Falcon made automobiles, and to promote good fellowship. The club will 


be a non-profit organization. 


ARTICLE III 
MEMBERSHIP 


Membership to the FCA shall be open to all who are interested in the club. 
Ownership of a Falcon made automobile is not a requirement for membership. 
Interest alone is enough. 

Membership to the FCA will normally be made up of residents of the USA. 

However, persons outside the USA will always be accepted. 

Honorary Membership may be extended to any individual or organization upon 

approval of the Board of Directors. 

. Voting rights will be extended to dues-paying members and their spouse. 

. Chapters may be formed under the Falcon Club of America (“FCA”) to promote 
interest in the Falcon automobile throughout the world, provided that each pros- 
pective chapter must; (1) apply to “FCA” for a charter by a petition listing at lease 
five (5) current members of “FCA”; (2) the petition must state the proposed 
geographical area encompassed by the chapter; (3) all members in the chapter 
must be members in good standing with “FCA”; (4) all chapters shall send a 
complete roster of its membership to “FCA” in January of each successive year; 
(5) each chapter must agree to release and/or “hold harmless” “FCA” for any and 
all claims of any kind incurred by a local chapter; (6) each chapter must conform to 
all state and federal laws and such other rules and regulations as may be required 
by “FCA”.
